The fenced in lotstands nearly empty. No 
buildings. Noanimals. No people. Justbroken 
beer bottles, a rusted aluminum bed frame, 
rotting cardboard boxes and an abandoned 
pink, plastic doll stroller. However, this isn’t 
just any vacant lot. This is the site where civil 
rights icon Malcolm X was born, and it has 
become a neighborhood dumping ground. 

Early Saturday morning, members of 
Phi Beta Sigma, their youth auxiliary group, 
Sigma Beta and their sister organization Zeta 
Phi Beta came together with members of 
the Malcolm X Memorial Foundation and 
community volunteers to clean the site. 

The fraternity was scheduled to do the 
clean up on April 16, but rain storms delayed 
the project by a week, according to Jeffery 
Epting, Phi Beta Sigma social action chair. 
Personal motivation and Saturday’s pleasant, 
yet breezy, weather brought the group out to 
North Omaha. The site, at the intersection of 
34th and Evans Streets, isjustsouth of bustling 
Ames Avenue, tucked away behind rows of 
houses and has a view of the freeway. 

“Malcolm X was ‘one of Nebraska's 
greatest natives; one of our greatest civil 
rights leaders. His birth site, his memorial has 
turned into a dumping ground. We're just 
out here trying to make a difference in our 
community,” Epting said. You know, build 
the morale of Omaha; doing our small part.” 

While he sifted through a pile of bottle 
caps and fetid paper, Epting explained why

Student senate 
finishes 2004-2005 
with heavy debate

Soaked student senators braved the heavy 
~ rain last Thursday to attend the final Student 
i Senate meeting of the semester. 

The student senators heavily debated a 
resolution asking for the allocation of $3,000 of 
student government funds, which are built on 
student fees, for scholarships for a leadership 
training camp, Campus Camp Wellstone. 

Thecampisatraining program forstudents 
interested in gaining skills in leadership and 
political action. The registration fee for each 
student is $20, which covers all materials, a 
dinneranda lunch. The money requested from 
student govemment funds would provide 
scholarships to students that wish to attend but 
are unable to pay the registration fee. 

The debate began when it became clear 
that money allocated would cover more than 
the remainder of the cost of the camp. 

According to Jeff Leanna, campco-director, 
the remainder of the cost of the camp is $2,700. 
The resolution asked for $3,000. 

“The whole $3,000 isn’t necessarily 
needed,” said Prosident/Regent Elizabeth 
Kraemer. 

Executive Treasurer Jordan Baker ‘was 
| skeptical as well. 

“I don’t know how well this company 
operates,” he said. 

Ultimately, the student senators decided 
that the request for money was too late for 
support.

Criminal Justice professor calls 
Afghan Studies a failure in report

Samuel Walker has accused the Center 
for Afghanistan Studies and its director of 
being, a failure to the university. 

Walker is the named chair and 
coordinator for the Department of Criminal 
Justice. 

In a report released in March, Walker 
indicated three areas of failure for the center 
that it: 

- produced no original scholarship 
on Afghanistan 

- has not built a program of courses 
on Afghanistan at UNO 

- harmed national security by failing 
in its responsibility to advance the state of 
knowledge about this critical part of the 
world. 


While the report noted that the center’s 
director, Tom Gouttierre, has received 
considerable recognition from media, Walker 
also stated that he felt the center’s failure is 
“due to the lack of academic orientation on 
the part of Director Goutierre and the lack 
of vision on the part of succession of UNO 
leaders.” 

The report was released toseveralentities 
on and outside of campus, including the 
Board of Regents and the State Department. 

Gouttierre prepared a statement 
regarding the report and has it available to 
anyone who is concerned about items noted 
in Walker‘s report. 

“The major thing, of course, is I think 
that he doesn’t understand that the Center for 
Afghanistan Studies is primarily a program 
unit,” Gouttierre said. 

In his statement, Gouttierre said that

the there had never been an intention 
to create an undergraduate major or 
master’s degree in Afghanistan Studies, 
citing the lack of an interested student 
base. 

Walker indicated that the student 
base for such a program could be from 
military and federal agencies seeking to 
expand their expertise in this area, 

Gouttierre’s statementalsocited the 
instructional materials it has produced, 
like the Dari-Engtish Dictionary and 
two Dari Language textbooks. Maps 
of Afghanistan produced by Gouttierre 
have been published in 
National Geographic and Time | 
magazine. 

“There have been 
numerous publications that 
have been generated by 
people who have come here,” 
Gouttierre said. 

Walker’s report also 
said that “the failure of | 
the UNO CAS (Center of | 
Afghanistan Studies) to join 
the AIAS (American Institute } 
of Afghanistan Studies) is an | 
embarrassment and a virtual 
guilty plea.” 

“After 9/11, there was 
a whole host of people that 
discovered Afghanistan. We 


were asked by all of them to help 
them and to make contributions,” 
Gouttierre said. “Realistically, these are 
organizations that are competitive and 
asking us for our contributions.” 

Gouttierre said he is waiting to 
see if these younger institutions would 
succeed or fail. 

“We try to be as helpful as we 
can without undercutting our own,” 
Gouttierre said. 

Ultimately, Walker’s report 
concludes that the only way to save the 
center is for Gouttierre to be removed

Mavericks take five titles at Doane Relays

The UNO track team traveled to 
Crete, Neb. last weekend for the Doane | 
Relays and brought five titles home at 
the meet. 

Anastasia Kyvelidou added 
another record to her collection, setting F& 
a Doane Relay and a Lauritsen Track 
record, en route to winning the 100- 
meter dash. Her time in preliminaries of 
14.14 seconds broke the record of 14.26 
set by Kim Colon of Fort Hays State. 
Kyvelidou later went on to win the 200- 
meter dash in 25.83. 

Instead of running the 200-meter 
dash with Kyvelidou, Debbie Akerly 
captured a title in the long jump and 
anchored the winning 400-meter relay 
team. Akerly also took second in the 
100-meter hurdles. With a steady cross 
wind and cool temperatures, Akerly 
leaped 18 feet 8 inches to win the long 
jump. Competing in three events and 
nursing a nagging foot injury, coaches 
decided to hold her out of the triple 
jump competition. 

The1,600-meter relay team also 
had a winning finish at Doane, even 
without teammate Magda Orzylowski, 
who was recuperating from an injury. 
Head Coach Tim Hendricks is looking 
to shave a few seconds off their time at 
the Drake Relays next week, to solidify 
their chances for nationals. 

Molly Miller took second in the 3,000- 
meter steeplechase. Miller’s time of 11:17.22 
will provisionally qualify her for the national 
meet. Her time is currently ranked in the top 
20 in the nation however, Miller will need to 
continue to climb in the rankings to make the 
trip to Abilene, Texas. Miller 
also ran a leg in the winning 
3,200-meter relay on Friday. 

Several other Mavericks 
gave strong efforts at the 
meet. Allison Gorman and 
Kaylen Harris placed second 
and third in the 10,000-meter 
run. Jennifer Victor took 
third in the 800-meter run, 
and Becky Hughes placed

In other business, the students discussed

tied senate vote. 

The Rules Committee presented its final 
set of rules for senate elections. In the case of a 
tie, the committee decided on using the game 
‘tock, paper, scissors,’ to decide the outcome of 
the election.
